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Albert E. Roberts 
Dies At His Home In 
Long Beach, California 


Friends and 
shocked to hear that Albert E. 
Roberts, for six years executive 
secretary of the Northfield 
Schools, and former alumni secre- 
tary of Mount Hermon school, had 
died suddenly at his home in Long 
Beach, California, where he had 
made his home after his retire- 
ment in 1988. He had been ill but 
a short time and his death came 
suddenly at the age of 67 years.

Albert E. Roberts 
Mr. Roberts was born in Man- 


chester, N. H. March 4th 1873. 
He was brought up through early 
life on a farm and attended the 
public schools. After his gradua- 
tion from the High School, he 
entered newspaper work as a re- 
porter in Boston. He became in- 
terested in the work of the Y. M. 
C. A. with a particular interest in 
the boys and young men of the 
rural sections. He went to Mount 
Hermon school and after gradua- 
tion, accepted the post of Secre- 
tary of the “Y” at Middleboro. He 
continued his interest in the boys 
of the countryside and empha- 
sized the importance of a national 
effort, with the result that he was 
called to lead in its development in 
the states of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. Success resulted 
from his experiences and he was 
called to the task of developing 
county work for boys with the In- 
ternational committee of the “Y” 
under the leadership of John R. 
Mott, its General Secretary. Mr. 
Roberts enlisted the support and 
interest of the late President 
Roosevelt in the betterment of 
rural life in the United States and 
in 1913, President Wilson ap- 
pointed him a member of the 
Commission to study rural life in 
Europe. He spent many months in 
this latter task, and as a result 
was called as a speaker in many 
states in this country and to Can- 
ada to urge development of plans 
to aid the younger generation. He 
retired from the “Y” in 1932. For 
the next six years, beside direct- 
ing the Alumni Association of 
Mount Hermon school, he served 
as the executive secretary of the 
Northfield schools, a task begun 
under the direction of the late 
President Speer, of the schools. 
Mr. Roberts was a man of high 
purpose in life, his was a winning 
personality, backed by Christian 
character and determination, 
which won for him many friends 
through the years. His work is 
finished but his memorial will re- 
main with those who knew him 
well till the end. His was an ex- 
emplary Christian life. He was 
active in the summer conferences 
held here, always remained loyal 
to the great work of the “Y” de- 
voted ‘to the church, the brother- 
hoods and active in the Rotary 
movement. While in Northfleld he 
resided at the former Nofton 
house on Highland Ave., which he 
purchased for a home. Surviving 
are his wife, Lillas N. Roberts of 
Long Beach and a daughter, Mrs. 
George F. Scouten, by a former 
marriage, also of Long Beach, 
and one grand child. No details of 
the funeral arrangements have 
been received before going to 
press,

Chapter ‘90’ Funds 
Have Been Allotted 
To County Towns 


An allotment of $91,726 in 
state funds for the maintenance 
of county roads under chapter 90 
has been made to the four west- 
ern counties of the state. The law 
provides that state grants must 
be matched by contributions of 
similar amounts from the towns 
and from the counties benefitted. 
Northfield will receive an allott- 
ment of $500 which means that 
$1500 will be spent on the main- 
tenance of its roads. The state 
allotment to Hampden county was 
$25,050; town, $19,650; and 
county, $21,200; Hampshire, state 
$19,550; town, $15,500; and 
county, $17,500; and Berkshire, 
state, $32,250; town, $38,925; 
and county, $40,000. Franklin, 
state $14,875, town $14,875 and 
county $13,875. Sunderland re- 
ceives no grant and in Warwick 
and Wendell the state give $1,000 
matched by the town and only 
$500 each by the county. The 
other towns of Franklin county re- 
ceive the following grants, match- 
ed by the town and county: Ash- 
field $1,000; Bernardston $125; 
Buckland $500; Charlemont 
$1,000; Colrain $600; Conway 
$500; Deerfield $500; Erving 
$1,000; Gill $350; Greenfield 
$1,000; Hawley $500; Heath $500; 
Leverett $500; Leyden $6500; 
Monroe $350; Montague $6500; 
New Salem $350; Northfield $500; 
Orange $1,000; Rowe $500; Shel- 
burne $360; Shutesbury $500; 
and Whately $350.

“Fiesta In Toyland” 
Tree Day Pageant 
At Seminary Saturday 


The Seminary students and 
their guests will swing into a 
world of make-believe on Satur- 
day afternoon when on the ath- 
letic field, near Marquand Hall, 
there will spring up a gay toyland 
and the exercises surrounding the 
appearance and crowning of the 
May Queen. 

The occasion for the festivities 
is the annual Tree Day, an event 
long-awaited by Seminary stud- 
ents and at which a queen chosen 
from a court of 13 girls makes 
her appearance. 

In past years Tree Day exer- 
cises have been centered around 
well-known fairy tales such as 
Cinderella, the Sleeping Beauty, 
and others. However, this year 
“Fiesta in Toyland,” prepared by 
Margaret Riggs, a Gould Hall 
senior, will be presented. 

The pageant concerns a boy and 
girl who are wandering through 
the woods in search of arbutus. 
Unknowingly, they enter a magic 
circle which induces sleep. After 
the fairies have escorted the May 
Queen to her throne they arouse 
the children, who awake to find 
themselves in toyland. Around 
them are dolls who have come to 
life and who proceed to do Irish, 
Scotch, French and Italian dances. 
Then a group of tumblers per- 
form, followed by a complicated 
bicycle drill. Awakening, the 
children find themselves surround- 
ed by children dressed as the toys 
of their dream.
